DETAILED ACTION 
^ EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Douglas McKinley on March 26, 2004. The application has been amended as follows: In claim 
1, line 9, -subsequent- has replaced "second" and on line 1 1, -from the subsequent sample and 
passing desired ions to the mass analyzer— has been added after "ions". In claim 8, line 9, — 
subsequent— has replaced "second" and on line 1 1, —from the subsequent sample— has been 
added after "ions", and one line 12, —from the subsequent sample- has been added after "ions". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art of 
record, Schwartz et al. (5,572,022) and Kirchner et al. (5,464,975), fail to teach using the mass 
spectrum of a first sample that has been passed through the ion filter and mass analyzer for 
subsequent sample introduction and ejection. In addition, the arguments presented by the 
Applicants in the Amendment filed 1/26/04 are deemed persuasive. For example, see page 8, 
paragraph 1 to page 9, paragraph 1 .
